"And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  pardoned  accord- 
ing to  thy  word"  (Numbers  14:20).  Here  is  the 
answer  to  the  prayer  of  intercession.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  example  of  an  intercessor  is  that  of 
Moses  as  he  stood  between  a  rebellious,  faith- 
less and  despairing  Israel  and  aholy  God.  A  God 
who,  wearied  of  man's  unbelief  and  lack  of  faith, 
despite  overwhelming  evidences,  was  determined 
to  bring  upon  them  the  judgement  they  so  justly 
deserved.  To  this  situation  comes  Moses  and  his 
intercession  on  behalf  of  his  people.  As  he  dili- 
gently and  earnestly  seeks  God,  the  answer  comes 
"I  have  pardoned  according  to  thy  word". 

This  is  the  work  of  the  intercessor,  the  one 
who  beseeches  God  on  behalf  of  sinful  and  sinning 
mankind  and  brings  from  heaven  the  answer,  "I 
have  pardoned".  Intercession  is  a  high  and  holy 
task,  a  task  that  brings  little  gain  and  oftimes 
appears  to  be  done  to  one's  own  loss  even  as 
Moses.  God  said,  "stand  aside  and  I  will  make 
of  thee  a  great  nation".  Moses  said,  "Forgive 
Lord",  not  me,  but  them.  The  selflessness  of 
the  decision  is  the  basic  characteristic  of  inter- 
cession. 

So  our  Intercessors,  you  have  chosen  a  big 
task.  May  you  well  and  truly  fulfill  the  office 
and  may  oftimes  the  answer  from  God  come,  I 
have  heard  your  prayer,  I  have  pardoned.  May 
each  one  of  us  follow  the  example  of  interces- 
sion, on  behalf  of  man  who,  forgetting  God  or 
failing  to  believe,  must  have  one  to  intercede'  on 
his  behalf,    to  him  and  to  God.

Intercessors!  This  name  brings  to  mind 
the  Great  Intercessor  who  interceded  in  the  gar- 
den, upon  the  cross,  and  now  upon  His  mediato- 
rial throne.  We  think  of  Moses  who  prayed  on 
Israel's  behalf,  when  he  cried,  "Yet  now,  if 
Thou  wilt  forgive  their  sin...  and  if  not,  blot 
me,  I  pray  Thee,  out  of  Thy  book  which  Thou 
has  written."  Paul,  moved  with  compassion  for 
his  brethren,  cried,  "I  could  wish  that  I  myself 
were  accursed  from  Christ  for  my  brethren,  my 
kinsmen  according  to  the  flesh.  "  The  priestly 
function  of  believers  is  exercised  in  intercessory 
prayer.  What  a  privilege  God  has  given  us  of 
standing  between  the  living  and  the  dead,  making 
intercession  on  the  basis  of  the  atoning  work 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ! 

It  appears  from  all  examples  given  in  the 
Scriptures  that  intercessory  prayer  is  accom- 
panied by  a  willingness  to  sacrifice.  When  our 
Lord  prayed,  "Father  forgive  them  .  .  .  ",  He  be- 
came the  substitute  of  those  who  crucified  Him. 
Both  Moses  and  Paul  were  willing  to  be  accursed 
of  God  when  interceding  for  others,  in  order  to 
have  their  prayers  answered.  Self-sacrifice  is 
also  manifested  in  Judah's  plea  for  Benjamin. 

"Intercessors  '63",  pray  sacrificially  for 
one  another  of  your  class,  "that  God  may  open 
unto  'each  one'  a  door  for  the  word,  to  speak 
the  mystery  of  Christ"  (Col.    2:1  R.V.). 

Pray  for  God's  servants  at  home  and  abroad 
that  the  gospel   be  not  hindered. 

"Finally  brethren,  pray  for  us  (at  the  col- 
lege) that  the  Word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free 
course,  and  be  glorified,  even  as  it  is  with  you" 
(II  Thess.    3:1).

'INTERCESSORS"  -  Class  '63 
"I  exhort,  therefore,  that  first  of  all  supplications,  prayers, 
intercessions,    and  giving  of  thanks   ,  be   made   for  all  men;(for 
kings,    and  for   all   in   authority;    that  we   may   lead   a   quiet   and 
peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty}" 

These  inspired  words  were  penned  by  the  apostle  Paul  to 
his  young  friend  and  co-worker  Timothy.  They  contain  an  ex- 
hortation for  the  members  of  your  class. 

"Make  intercessions  .  .  .  for  all  men.  "  Intercessions  are 
prayers  made  to  God  in  behalf  of  others.  In  the  interest  of  their 
salvation  or  preservations,  needless  to  say  they  must  be  offered 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  who  alone  is  the  Mediator  between  Cod  and  men.  All  believers  are 
responsible  to  engage  in  intercessions.  They  are  to  include  all  men  in  their  scope;  your  kindred 
and  friends,  all  the  members  of  the  universal  church  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  sick  and  afflicted  re- 
ceive special  consideration;  and  in  conclusion,  those  who  are  in  places  of  authority  must  not  be 
forgotten. 

As  an  encouragement  to  intercede  remember  that  God  gives  His  personal  attention  to  every 
prayer.  While  we  pray  for  others  we  should  likewise  pray  for  ourselves.  Here,  then,  is  some- 
thing each  one  of  you  should  pray  for.  Like  Solomon  you  should  ask  for  the  gift  of  an  enlarged 
mind  so  that  you,  in  common  with  him,  shall  be  renowned  for  your  wisdom.  "If  any  man  lack 
wisdom  let  him  ask  of  God.  "  He  will  give  it.  He  will  open  our  eyes  to  enable  us  to  comprehend 
the  meaning  of  revelation.  As  you  well  know,  there  is  such  an  infinity  of  meaning,  such  wonder- 
ful heights,  such  depths,  such  profound  mysteries,  that  only  His  Spirit  in  answer  to  prayer  can 
make  these  things  known  to  His  own.  Then,  this  will  enable  you  to  share  with  others  the  treasures 
of  truth,   and  the  benefits  of  intercession. 


Intercessors    -  praying  ones    -  that  is  a  noble  name  for  any  class, 
full  its  meaning,    and  practise  it  to  the  good  of  others  and  yourselves!

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There  are  many  aspects  to  rpayer.  Intercession,  which  is 
signified  in  the  name  chosen  by  the  graduates  is  most  challeng- 
ing. It  is  strongly  emphasized  in  scripture,  although,  possibly 
exercised  the  least! 

Intercession  differs  from  other  forms  of  prayer.  Supplica- 
tion, as  an  example,  is  a  form  of  prayer  which  has  reference  to 
the  supplicant  and  his  own  supply.  There  are  many  prayers, 
which,  if  they  are  to  be  answered  will  allow  for  our  own  activity 
and  co-operation.  (When  we  pray  for  daily  bread  we  co-operate 
with  God  in  bringing  the  answer  by  going  to  work.  When  we  ask 
God  to  deliver  us  from  evil,  we  realize  this  deliverance  comes 
by  resisting  evil  with  the  strength  God  gives  us.  ) 

We  are  most  convinced  God  delights  to  answer  our  prayers 
when  we  are  unable,  by  our  own  efforts,  to  promote  results. 
Where  man  stands  powerless,  true  intercession  brings  the  answer. 
An  example  of  this  is  given  by  the  Apostle  James  in  his  reference 
to  Elijah.  After,  a  drought  I  lasting  three  and  one  half  years, 
rain  was  needed;  the  prophet  prayed,  and  it  rained.  James  sums 
it  up  in  these  words,  "the  fervent  effectual  prayer  of  a  righteous 
man  availeth  much.  "

Intercessory  Prayer 

"Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with 
all  perseverence  and  supplication  for  all  saints!  "    Ephesians  6:18. 

Many  Christians  seek  the  ministry  of  intercession,  yet  they  are  plagued  with  doubts  and  quest- 
ions.    They  wonder  how  to  pray,    for  whom,    and,   if  the  results  of  prayer  are  real. 

Let  us  consider  two  aspects  of  the  Intercessory  Prayer:  its  objective  provision  and  its  sub- 
jective acquisition. 

Objective  Provision:    God's  providing  a  way  for  Intercessory  Prayer  to  be  possible. 

Before  his  fall  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  man  could  come  to  God  by  himself  and  talk  to  God  face 
to  face.  We  are  told  in  Genesis  that  God  came  down  to  Eden  in  the  cool  of  the  evening  and  talked 
with  Adam.  Yet  there  came  a  time  when  man  sinned;  thus  placing  a  gulf  between  himself  and  God. 
Now  there  was  a  need  to  bridge  this  gulf  so  man  and  God  could  again  communicate. 

Why?     Listen! 

Isaiah  59:1  proclaims,  "Behold  the  Lord's  hand  is  not  shortened,  that  it  cannot  save:  neither 
His  ear  heavy  that  it  cannot  hear.  " 

Again  in  Numbers  23:19  we  hear,  "God  is  not  a  man,  that  He  should  lie;  neither  the  son  of 
man,  that  He  should  repent:  hath  he  said,  and  shall  He  not  do  it;  or  hath  He  spoken,  and  shall 
He  not  make  it  good.  " 

Thus  we  see  God  promising  to  hear  man  and  save  him.  Also  we  hear  God  confirming  all  His 
promises  to  man. 

Yet,   how  can  this  be?     How  does  man  cross  the  gulf  of  sin  to  God? 

We  know  that  there  is  no  contradiction  with,  or  in,  God;  so  as  we  look  farther  in  His  Word, 
we  find  the  answer  to  this  seeming  contradiction. 

First  Timothy  2:5  tells  us,  "There  is  one  God  and  one  mediator  between  God  and  man,  the 
man  Christ  Jesus.  " 

God  spanned  the  gulf  of  sin  between  man  and  Himself  in  Christ  Jesus  by  sending  His  Son  to 
die  on  Calvary  that  we  might  again  have  access  to  God.  God  provided  the  way  that  man  could  not 
provide. 

This  access  brought  with  it  the  redemption  of  mankind  from  sin  through  an  active  faith  in  be- 
lieving Jesus  died  for  our  sin,  because  Christ  is  ready  and  able  to  come  to  God  on  our  behalf,  when 
He  sees  our  faith.  For  Hebrews  7:25  tells  us,  "Wherefore  He  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the  ut- 
termost that  come  unto  God  by  Him,    seeing  He  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  them.  " 

Thus  we  realize  man's  need  for  a  mediator  between  God  and  himself.  We  also  see  God  filling 
this  gap  and  meeting  the  need  in  the  person  of  His  Son,    Jesus  Christ. 

Subjective  Acquisition:  Man's  using  the  provision  of  Intercessory  Prayer  for  God's  glory. 

The  intercessory  prayer  is  a  prayer  in  behalf  of  another  or  others  --  according  to  Webster. 
Realizing,  then,  that  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  great  mediator,  we  can  come  to  God,  we  must  heed 
the  numerous  exhortations  to  intercede  for  our  fellow  men  as  found  in  Ephesians  6:18,   I  Timothy 
2:1;  and  Hebrews  13:3  and  7. 

The  question  arises,    "How  to  pray?  " 

The  answer  comes  from  God's  Word  very  clearly.  Looking  to  our  theme  verse  we  find  that 
such  prayer  must  be  made    "in  the  Spirit".     This  is  explained  in  Romans  8:26,  27. 

As  Christians  go  to  prayer,  the  Spirit  of  God  can  lead  us  by  providing  the  very  element  of 
prayer  itself.    There  is  a  place  in  the  Christian  experience  where  the  Spirit  of  God  can  intercede 
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through  us    in  behalf  of  the  needs  we  want  to  present.     Because  we  are  natural  and  He  is  super- 
natural,   the    Holy  Spirit  can   ".  .  .    search  the  hearts"  and  present  the  needs  before  God".  .  .    with 
groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered. 

The  "HOW"  of  intercessory  prayer,  then,  lies  in  knowing  God  and  being  sensitive  to  the  mov- 
ing of  God's  Holy  Spirit.  This  is  achieved,  as  we  see  in  Ephesians  6:18,  by  persevering  in  prayer 
with  an  open  mind  and  heart  yeilded  to  God.  We  must  "watch  thereunto  with  all  perseverance  and 
supplication"  as  set  forth  in  Hebrews  11:6,  "But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please  Him:  for 
he  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  He  is,  and  that  He  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently 
seek  Him.  "  Also  James  5:16  says,  ".  .  .  the  effectual,  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  avail- 
eth  much. 

Prayer,  as  a  means  of  intercession,  is  more  than  just  mere  emotion  channeled  toward  God; 
but  it  is  an  active,   believing  faith  in  a  living  God! 

The  question,    "For  whom?  "  presents  itself. 

Turning  to  God's  Word  to  I  Timothy  2:1  we  find  that  we  are  to  pray  for  all  men,  i.e.,  mankind 
in  general;  and  we  are  to  pray  for  those  in  authority  over  us  that  we  might  live  "peaceable  lives 
in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  "  Hebrews  13:3  and  7  exhorts  us  to  ".  .  .  remember  those  in  bonds, 
as  bound  with  them  .  .  .  those  that  have  the  rule  over  you  and  have  spoken  unto  you  the  Word  of 
God.  "  This  speaks  to  us  of  missionaries  and  pastors.  And  we  have  the  Apostle  Paul's  example 
of  interceding  for  those  that  he  had  won  for  Christ  and  those  with  whom  he  had  associated  in 
Christ. 

Finally  the  question  comes,    "Are  the  results  of  prayer  real?  " 

We  are  exhorted  in  James  5:15  to  pray  forthe  sick  and  "the  Lord  shall  raise  them  up.  "  The 
results  of  such  prayer  are  witnessed  to  in  our  day  by  many  that  have  been  healed.  Christ  prayed 
that  Peter's  faith  should  not  fail  him,  even  during  Satan's  severe  testings.  The  results  -  Peter's 
great  ministry  for  God,   even  after  seeming  failure. 

God  is  calling  us  to  intercede  for  others  and  thereby  bring  glory  to  His  name. 

Will  you  heed  James'  admonition  to   ".  .  .    pray  one  for  another  ..."  James  5:16.

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Evangelism 


"He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise','   Prov.    11:30. 

"They  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  they  that  turn  many  to 
righteousness  as  the  stars  forever  and  ever,  "  Daniel  12:3. 

Your  best  friend,  your  neighbour  or  relative  may  be  won  to  a  church  without  being  reformed. 
They  may  turn  over  a  new  leaf  and  never  reach  Heaven.  But  he  who  has  been  won  to  Christ  has 
been  won  to  the  Church  and  also  reformed  and  has  received  eternal  life  through  Christ  our  Lord. 
Truly,  it  is  incidental  whether  or  not  we  win  men  to  a  church.  The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  Christ- 
ian is  to  win  men  to  Christ. 

Personal  Evangelism  would  be  a  false  pretense  if  it  were  only  a  drive  to  secure  more  ad- 
herents to  fill  our  vacant  church  pews.  Rather  it  is  the  fulfillment  of  the  great  commission  "Go 
Ye".  .  .  arousing  the  interest  of  the  unregenerated  multitudes,  convicting  them  of  sin,  that  some 
might  be  converted  to  Christ.  When  the  Christian  responds  to  the  challenge  of  the  Master's  com- 
mission, he  is  immediately  aware  of  an  opposing  force.  He  who  denies  the  powers  of  Satan  has 
never  taken  up  arms  against  him. 

In  this  conflict  of  battling  for  the  souls  of  men  and  capturing  them  for  Christ,  there  is  cer- 
tain equipment  required.  "Give  us  the  tools  and  we'll  do  the  job",  were  the  words  of  Britain's 
outstanding  Wartime  Prime  Minister.  If  we  as  soldiers  of  the  cross  are  going  to  battle  effectively 
as  representatives  of  the  Captain  of  our  Salvation,  we  must  first  of  all  be  equipped  for  the  task. 
We  must  be  prepared  to  tread  on  enemy  territory  .  .  .  we  must  bring  back  c  aptives  dead  to  sin  and 
alive  unto  God. 

The  'Troops  of  the  Cross',  must  know  the  Word  of  God.  They  must  show  a  man,  himself, 
as  God  sees  him  --  a  sinner  without  hope,  contrasted  by  the  portrait  of  a  Personal  Saviour.  Con- 
clusively,   the  comparison  will  reveal  man's  desperate  need  of  The  Christ. 

Guidance  is  a  must  in  any  battle.  Pray  for  the  right  message  -  for  direction  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.     Pray  that  God  will  do  that  which  is  impossible,    unless  He,    Himself  does  it. 

Personal  Evangelism  requires  a  personal  touch!  A  man's  personal  testimony,  supported  by 
a  clean,   holy  life  is  not  only  a  most  effective  weapon  but  a  necessary  one  for  soul-winning. 

Due  to  intense  warfare,  many  a  battle  has  been  lost  one  step  from  victory  .  .  .  and  many  a 
fish  has  been  lost  during  the  struggle  to  land  it.  Therefore,  the  requisite  for  perseverence  in 
soul-winning  is  self-evident. 

As  'Evangels',   the  task  assigned  us,    is  not  an  impossible  one,    demanding  as  it  may  be.      To 
save  men  is  for  us  an  impossibility  -  but  to  herald  the  good  news  of  Salvation  is  possible  for  all. 
It   is   not  within  our   authority   or   ability  to  enforce  the  laws  of  God  -  we  are  but  the   'stop  sign'. 
Neither  is  it  our  task  to  extinguish  the  consuming  fires  of  sin,  rather  we  are  the  siren  that  warns 
mankind  of  it's  presence  and  destruction. 

Christ  witnessed  by  the  quiet  well  of  Sychar  and  on  the  turbulent  Sea  of  Galilee.  The  Master 
spoke  to  Nicodemus  under  the  mask  of  darkness  and  also  to  the  five  thousand  at  midday.  Andrew 
won  his  brother,  Simon  to  Christ;  while  Philip  led  a  complete  stranger,  the  Ethiopian  Eunuch  to 
Salvation. 

Sin  is  everywhere  .  .  .   EVANGELISM  must  also  be  there! 

Knowing  Christ  experimentally,  not  only  theoretically,  having  been  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  empowered  for  service  let  us  purpose  to  so  live  and  walk  with  Christ  that  we  may  enjoy  His 
continual  anointing  upon  our  life  and  work.  Never  failing  to  realize  it  is  "Not  by  might,  nor  by 
power,  but  by  my  spirit,  saith  the  LORD  of  hosts.  "  He  who  is  mighty  in  battle  and  has  never 
tasted  defeat,  has  called  us  and  will  also  enable  us  to  carry  out  the  g  re  at  commission  of  Evangel- 
ism.

Sowing  the  Seed 


"Behold  a  sower  went  forth  to  sow.

It  is  through  the  spreading  of  this 
Gospel  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  bring  into  being  a  redeemed  family  of  God.  It  has  the  answer  to 
every  ache  and  longing  of  the  human  heart. 

The  field  for  sowing  could  not  be  greater  --  the  world.  Christ  commanded,  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  "  Every  man,  woman,  and  child  on  the  face 
of  the  earth  has  a  heart  which  needs  to  be  touctiedbythe  Word  of  God.  Every  individual  is  a  pros- 
pect for  the  person  out  for  souls.  The  world  begins  at  our  doorstep.  Every  Christian  is  respon- 
sible to  make  Christ  known. 

We  need  to  use  the  most  effective  methods  of  presentation.  We  should  know  those  we  teach 
or  preach  to  and  adapt  our  method  to  them.  All  men  are  different.  We  are  exhorted  in  the  Scrip- 
tures to  be  wise  in  our  dealings  with  people.  The  testimony  of  our  lips,  founded  upon  a  holy  life, 
will  open  more  doors  for  Christ  than  any  other  way.  In  Hosea  10:12,  we  are  told  to  sow  in 
righteousness  and  reap  in  mercy. 

Each  one  of  us  who  has  experienced  the  new  birth  in  Christ  should  feel  the  responsibility  of 
spreading  the  Gospel.  A  missionary  and  a  Christian  should  be  one  and  the  same.  In  Christ,  we 
are  born  to  serve.     God  expects  us  to  deliver  the  good  news  to  others. 

In  order  to  be  effective,  one  must  go  forth  in  the  power  of  God.  In  Acts  1:8  --  "Ye  shall  re- 
ceive power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me.  " 
Through  the  indwelling  Holy  Spirit  we  have  the  necessary  power  and  ability  to  take  the  message  to 
needy  souls.  We  need  the  power  of  prayerbacking  up  our  ministry.  "Prayermoves  the  arm  that 
moves  the  world.  "  Before  Paul  and  Silas  started  out  on  their  missionary  trip,  they  fasted  and 
prayed.  Prayer  saves  the  soul,  heals  the  sick,  and  opens  prison  bars  of  sin.  We  need  a  concern 
for  souls.  "He  that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  doubtless  come  again 
with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.  "  We  need  to  show  tears  of  sorrow  for  sin,  tears 
of  sympathy,  and  tears  of  tenderness.  It  takes  patience  to  sow  the  seed  and  wait  for  a  harvest  of 
grain  and,  in  the  same  way,  there  is  a  necessity  of  patience  and  waiting  in  the  Christian  work. 
It  takes  time  for  the  seed  of  the  Word  to  take  root  in  the  heart  of  the  unsaved;  it  takes  time  to 
grow  a  Christlike  spirit  and  to  do  a  Christlike  work.  This  is  a  labour  of  love,  a  work  of  faith, 
and  must  be  carried  on  with  hope  and  expectancy.  "Let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing;  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap,    if  we  faint  not.  "    Galatians  6:9. 

The  need  of  sowers  is  expressed  in  the  one  word  "lost".  Men  and  women  are  going  out  into 
a  Christless  eternity.  They  need  to  be  told.  The  Spirit's  call  is  urgent.  No  greater  opportunity 
exists  in  any  field  than  that  of  presenting  such  a  message  of  hope.  The  claims  of  the  commands 
of  Christ   upon  our   lives   as   Christians   must  be    fulfilled.     If  we  fail   to  give  them  the  message, 
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theirblood  will  be  upon  our  hands.     "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish.  "   Proverbs  29:18. 
There  must  be  motives  to  drive  us  --  motives  of  love,  of  command,  of  reaching  mankind  for  God. 

Often  it  ls  true  that  the  results  of  the  sowing  are  not  seen  at  once.  But  in  Galatians  6:7,  we 
have  the  promised  results:  "Whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  "  We  shall  reap 
in  due  time  if  we  faint  not.  Looking  forward  to  future  results,  we  have  present  rejoicing,  know- 
ing that  we  have  been  faithful  in  proclaiming  the  message  of  Christ.  We  can  look  forward  to  the 
future  at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  our  rejoicing  will  be  in  those  we  had  claimed 
for  Him.  We  have  the  promise  that  "My  word  shall  not  return  unto  Me  void.  "  God  has  promised 
to  multiply  the  seed  sown  and  increase  the  fruits  of  righteousness. 

There  are  three  little  words  in  Scripture  that  sum  up  the  sower's  ministry.  The  word  "so" 
in  John  3:16  tells  us  what  is  to  be  sown  --  the  message  that  "God  so  loved.  "  In  Mark  16:15,  the 
word  "go"  tells  us  where  we  sow  --  into  all  the  world.  In  Matthew  28:20,  the  word  "lo  "  tells  us 
of  the    promise   of   Christ's   presence.      "I   am   with  you   alway,    even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  " 

The  Word  must  be  sown  with  Christ  as  our  guide, 
As  sowers,  we'll  take  it  with  Him  at  our  side. 

The  day  is  far  spent,   the  night  is  at  hand. 
We'll  scatter  the  seed  into  every  land.
